Lord Mayor of Dublin has infpeSed the Conftables and Watch, and reports very favourably on their 
Order, Appointment, and Sufficiency. 

Under the Head of Law-Chargcs are contained the Bills of Cofts of the Law-Agent, who is alfo 
Secretary to the Superintendent Magillface. 

We have now been induced to allow the Charges under this Head, as any Difallowances made In it 
muft fail on the Superintendent Magiflrate, who has adtuaily paid the Amount of the Bdls, and who 
thought himfelf authorized to do fo, as the Charges had formerly been acquiefccd in, and the Bills were 
produced to him, taxed by the proper Officers. 

We have here to obferve, that fs,r want of a fufficient Check before the Taxing-Officers (as no 
Perfon appears on the part of the Public at the Taxation of Bills of Cofts, as is ufual between Agent 
and Client) the Bills of Cofts of Accountants appear to us extremely expenfive, and not proportion- 
ably beneficial to the Public. In the prelent Inftance, a double Inconvenience has enfued, as the 
Superintendent Magillrate has declared, that the heavy Expence incurred in his Law Proceedings has 
prevented him from inflituting Profecutions which he thought would have been ufeful to the police of 
the City.

-which are difallowed at the Foot of it; and this excellent Inftitution appears well attended to, and of 
great Beneflt to the Public. — However, it appearing fomewhat lingular to the Comisillioners, that at 
the Time when the Funds of this Inilituticn were ftated to be declining ami precarious, infomiich as 
lo induce the Governors to folicic Parliamentary Aid, that there fliould appear in this Account a very 
large Sum of Money expended in completing Buildings planned feveral Years pall— the Commiffioners 
therefore called upon an Afting Governor, and examined him on Oath as to this Point ; and he de- 
clared, That when their Petition was prefented to Parliament, they had no reafon to cxpefl their cafual 
Funds wmdd have been fo produaive— that from Profits arifing from their Public Rooms (fomc of 
which, as a Mafqued Ball being adopted as a temporary Meafure, the Governors are determined not to 
renew) and other unlocked for Sources, a Fund was unexpeaedly created, which, in conjunaion with 
the Parliamentary Grant, enabled the Governors not only (o receive every poor Perfon that prefented 
themfelves, to the amount of above T wo Tboufand, but alfo to pay off a Debt of Six hundred 
Pounds, to expend One thoufand Three hundred and Ninety-one pounds Eight {hillings and Nine- 
pence in Buildings, fome of which were conneaed with the Accommodations of the Hofpital, and 
others with the Public Rooms, the Hiring out of which forms a confidctable Part of their Funds, and 
'befides this to hand over a Balance of Four hundred and Sixty-nine Pounds Sixteen Shillings towards 
the Expences of the enfuing Year. 

The Commiffioners muft obferve, that the Produce of ihefe Public Rooms, on which a very great 
Sum of the Public Money has been expended, muft of courfe be cafual and unafcertainable before- 
hand— but there is every Reafon to expea, that under proper Management, they will continue to 
furnlih Annually a very conliderable Fund to the Support of this Charity.
